VIIEfPRl^ DOCK. 

I'roffifss of the WorK. 

A visit t ) the works on the dry dock at 
Esipiimalt yesterday showed that tho 
work is being imslied with com- 
mendable skill and di'spatch. The con- 
tract is being carried on hy Messrs. Lar- 
kiii, Coiiuidly tjo. , who li:;ve charge of 
the c<;iisl 1 net ion of several large Domin- 
ion works, .ind are the most successful 
contriietors in the Doniinioii. After p'iiB- 
aing through the '-nrd, whure larere blocdfs 
of stiuio aro scattered around, and on to 
the wharf the first thing that strikes one 
is tho aiuount of machinery that is used 
for handling the atmie. The tirst load of 
sandstoiii! came down from tho Salt 
Spring Island tpiarries i'Viday on the 
barge Taylor. The stone is a superior 
sandstone almost as hard as granite. This 
is (piarried and prepared at Salt Spring 
Island lor its pro[ier [.lace in the dock, 
marked as such and forwarded. The 
stone is unloaded hy means of a derrick 
worked by a .iteam winch; it is then 
|nssed to another derrick wliieli lowers 
I he stone to the huildiiig ilerricks on tin! 
Iloor ot till! dock tin the wharf is silu- 
ali'd a liTi horse-power engine ii.ied for 
ih iwiiig till' siirf-.ce water and fiiriiiBhing 
steam f(U- the sieain rock drills; also tho 
I wo mills for mixing the concrete on the 
.Misi-ont principle. When the stone ia 
passed to tho building derrick, which ia 
iloiililo ami Worked by two steam wiiidii'S, 
il is iiiken by it and dri.pped into iho par- 
liciilar plai o that it i.i to occupy in the 
dock, thus saving a great amount of hand 
kibor. Tile derricks ar.. on wheels and 
placed (111 iron rails and can easily be 
traiiaforred tn any portiim of the floor of 
the dock. Tho floor is cmposed of con- 
crete, heceral feet in lliickiiess, on which 
IS I'laced I tie Mocks of stone, some of 
winch weigh froiii eight to ten t.ms. 
This tl 'or has a curvat lire of six inches 
Iroiii centre to sioes, and a, drainage from 
i nd to end of ono fool in 400. Thosaiid- 
:Uo e is pick-faced, one foot inches in 
lii'ptli witti headers of two feet. The 
walls finin the lloor up will be feet si.''. 
Iiieii, i in heiidil, coiiijii.seii of .sandst'nie, 
Thii will enable a Ves.-el ol U5 feet beam 
and ."itIO feet in length to be docked, ani 
111 all probability will accomniodale 
the largest vessels that enter here nr are 
likely to enter. There will boa depth of
